(5.03) The foras shall be of the best planed local lumber or 
snual and the foras for the bridge shall be very strongly supported 
and braced so that there will not be the a lightest iBOveaent ae the 
concrete is placed and before the final set la obtained, 

Rubbing 

(5.04) All surfaces of the concrete left peraanently exposed 

to view shall be well rubbed with carborundum brick Inaediately after 
the foras are removed. This rubbing shall continue until a saooth 
tttrface is obtained free from form laarlcs. 

Wetting 

(5-05) '-I'he concrete work in th« bridge shall be kept thoroughly 
vat for 10 days aoi thereafter shall be wet once a day except in rainy 
weather for an additional period of 20 days. 
BelnioTclng 

(5.06) The Contractor shall furnish reinforcing rods of first 
quality and standard specifications ana place them in the work as 
shown by the plans or as required by the Sngineer. 

OoB pen sat ion 

(5.07) ^ompenflatlon for furniahlng and placing reinforcing is 
oot otherwise provided in this contract and it Is agreed In advance 
that 6 cent a per pound will be allowed for this and will be accepted 
aa full coapensatlon. 

(5.08) Oonpensatlon for concrete placed under this Itea will be 
at the price per cubic r»rd bid therefor and will be coapensatlon foi 
all aaterialt and labor connected therewith.

{6.01) Under th^ae tt'^ns the Contractor ahftll obtain fflaterlQla 
and build the main atructure of the daa, AU the different kinds of 
voTk required to be done vlll be measuTed and ol&aaifled uoder these 
two IteiiB which will Include the entire volune of the das, except rock 
fill In places at the beginning of the present work and concrete. 
Kind of Daa 

C6.02) The dam le to be an earth dam of the hydraulic fill type. 
The moat approved methods for placing hydraulic fill or seal -hydraulic 
fill are to be used, capable of producing a daa of the greatest 
strength, stability, durability and tightness. 
Kinor Alterations in Specifications 

(6,03) The specifications here shown are based on past eiperience 
with aiallar conetractlons, but are not intended to Halt any laprove- 
ftents in the art. The general requirenents of stability, strength. 
durability and tightness are primary, and, these being maintained, any 
advantageous loodincatlon of details indicated by e)rperl«ice as tha 
work proceeds may be made In the detailed specif 1 cations, proper order ^ 
by the Engineer being Issued to cover the eaae. 
Materials Where Obtained 

f6.04J Materials of construction shall consist of - 

1. All the boulders, gravel and soil in the bed of the 
stream above the rock surface required to be moved but etcluding 
stumps f logs and large roots, 

3* All the soil above the rock on that part of the site 
that Is to be stripped, excluding stumps, logs and large roots. 

3. The material ercavated from rock under and at the 
sides of the dam, and also at the option of the Contractor, materials 
eicavated from the spillway. 

4. Sorrow pits at approved locations in hard ledge rock 
in the neighborhood and above the daa to aake rock fill. 

6- Borrow pits within the flow line of tt» reservoir on 
land of the Board about a oalle more or less above the site of the das 
from which sand and gravel of verioua grades may be obtained, 

6- Dspowlta wlthlD a thousand feet of the dam^ In the 
Valley of Stow Brook, of material too fine for general use but avail- 
able, if needed, for incr€esing the proportion of fines in the core 
material. 

7. Any other appropriate source, approved by the 
Engineer. 

Description of Parte of the Dam 

(6.05) The core le the fine material depended upon for water- 
tightness and occupies the center of the dam, and. in general, is 
deposited by the pool, and, at each level* will correspond approxl- 
aately with the width of pool at that level. Core aaterlal is dee- 
ignated by the latter H" on the plans. 




{6.06) ^be toeg art the entire eolld parts of tha dam outside 
. ^f tfte central core, 

{6.07) TJae ehouldere QO«prl«e a large naas of aateTial, both up 
tftd dometream froa the core, the ast-rial being Interaedlate in »i»e» 
containing tnit little very fine aaterial and an increasing proportion 
of cnaree material and Isouldera to their outer extrenetiee. The 
■aterlal ie all depoeited froa flowing water and well coapacted by that 
sTOCees. The upper surfaces of this material toward the pool at any 
ti«e are called the beachea * Thia oaterial ie designated on the plans 
by the letter '♦B". 

(6.08) The duups are the spacea near the outer edges of the dam 
m both toes on vhlch dry fill say be placed and f ron which {lOBt of 
inch fill Is sluiced to form the entire interior of the dan. If all 
of the aaterlal is brought to the dam by elulclng. these parts will 
be Bnallt and will be represented only by a einaU quantity of material 
■craped back froa the shoulders to prevent the overflow of later at 
the edges as the work proceeds. On the other hand, if the e em i -hydraulic 
■ethod Is used and the aaterial Ie brought dry to the daa, it will he 
deposited in these spaces and most of It will be sluiced fro» them to 
the central pert of the dan, leaving a soall prooortion of unooved 
dry fill which in no event may exceed the Halts ehown by the plana. 
^hls portion of the daw is designated on the plana by the letter "G*. 

(6.09) The lower wediaie of rock fill Is the material placed down- 
•ireaw froa the location of the core at the beginning to provide a 
Uyer of coarse grained solid aaterlal sloping toward the center of 
the dam bo that when sluicing la started the first cpre oaterlal will 
be (teposlted in the place reserved for It in the center of the dam. 
and not» as would otherwise be the case, in the small temporary pool 
near tbe lower toe, where, If deposited it w-uld furnish undesirable 
lubrication after the daa was flnislied. This wedge is deslgrmted on 
the plans by the letter "D". 

(6.10) Riprap designates the rock fill placed to form a cover 
over the entire outside of the daa, eicept the top. to be placed In 
various depths and to give a aolid, heavy, permanent and pervious 
finish to the da«. This Is designated by the letter "E". 

Ce.ll) The esall rock fill dsm at the upper toe and designated 
by the letter "F" has already been completed und^r a previous contract 
Prellalnaries to Sluicing 

(a). ClearinR Stream Bad of BQUldgrs 

(6-12) Gravel and other material e In the bed of the stream under 
the central part of the dam shall be reaoved to rock. All this mater- 
ial shall be deposited by placing It in the lower rock fill wedge de- 
•orlbed below. The waterlal placed, however, shall not contain any 
trees, stumps, large roots or other perishable materials. These must 
Iw awparated and burnsd. The material so moved will be' paid for twice* 
once as earth or rock excavation, (Iteae 1 and 2). and again as rock 
nil (Item 7.) , 
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(bj Rock Bxcavatlon 

<G.13J A cutoff trenoh shall he excavated in rock across the bed 
of ttw etream and carried in diminishing nldttis to the top of the daa 
(Item 3). BefoTft sluicing id started this trench shiall b« cut acroas 
i the bed of the stream and to a vartical height of 30* etbove the prtspn^ 
|Oad of the stream. The amount of excavation will be detarnlned by the 
Engineer as the work proceeds » but to a mlnlmua depth of 5* and to rocfc 
that Is hard and solids and any soft or defective rock shall be reaoved. 
In addition, cutoff trenches (to be refilled with concrete) shall bt 
excavated deeper than the general excavation. The imterial obtained 
frotD this ejcavation shall all be placed in the loter rock flU wedg9 
(Item 7.h 

(c. ) Grouting 

(S.HJ The Contractor shall drill such holes in the rock as may 
be required and shall grout them to refusal. This shall be done 
through the bottom of the streajn to the 30* level before sluicing la 
coaffl^ced and shall be continued up the slopes in advance of the flU 
(Item lOJ, 

(d. } Lower Rock fill iedge 

(6.15) There shall be a prelialnary rock fill under tbs lower 
part of the dan extending from the ere gent bed of the etream after 
removing logs, stuaps and p<»rishable Material, and soil if required. 
up to a plan© with a slope toward the proposed contral core and meeting 
the present bed of the stream downstream from it (Item 7.) This must 
be placed in advance so that when sluicing material Is first placed 
there will be a slope toward the center of the daa fron both directions. 
Sluicing win partially fill the voids in this rock fill, but not 
entirely, and this rock fill will remain as an outlet for seepage latsj 
during the construction and after the completion of the dam. The lower

(6.16) This work (Itei 4) must be completed before sluicing

(6-17J The entire area to be covered by the dam, with a margin of 
at least 20 feet, shall be cleared under Item 8, to facilitate the work 
and to prevent logs and wood from falling or slipping into the daa 
Prelialnary fork Du ring the Progress of Sluicing 

(6.18) As the fill in the dam rises the soil on the sides shall 
be sluiced into the dam so as to expose the clean rock at all points and 
to insure contract of the core and of the shoulders with solid rock. 
the sluicing shall. In general, be carried far enough ahead of the fill 
so that the rock may be conveniently and adequately Inspected and 
measured before it is covered; but shall be carried on with such a 
degree of continuity that the soil is distributed throughout the aast 
of the embankment r and not unduly coECentrated in any part of it. The 
central cutoff trench in the sides of the valley shall be excavated in 
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k fsU ah«ad of the fill and ttw concrete cutoff walls built and 
fl routing done from time to tlae as the tork pTOgr«B»eB. In general 
thi« preparatory worlt aball be carried upiard In vertical etepe of 
about 20* each as the glulclUB proceeds.

(6. 19 J It»o alternate oethode are proposed. These may be brief- 
ly referred to as Hydraulic Fill and 3eml -Hydraulic Fill. The Con- 
tractor nay aelect either of the» or aay pro pose any reasonable var- 
iation that »lll accoapUsh the desired end. 
g ^firnQlic F ill Method 

(6.20) Under this method the i ho Is of the aaterlaU except the 
rock fill »111 *** sluiced to position. If this aethod of construction 
la adopted, the Contractor shall build hie track a to bring the Baterlai 
in csra to dissolving boxea, to be located near the daa and higher 
than any part to be covered from that location. Froa these boxes the 
■aterlal ahall be carried In open sluice© or pi pee and discharged as 
required at various points along the outer edges of both toe a of the 
dM. Such scraplog and other work shall be done as Is necessary to 
train the deposits and carry the sluloed material out to the desired 
section but without pe rait ting any of It to flow over the edges of the 
daa and down the outside slopes. 

(6*21) In addition to the dissolving boxes, monitor jets shall 
be provided to operate on the beaches and shoulders on both sides of 
ttia dam to sluice the soil into the dao; and these shall be powerful 
enough and flexible enough to permit coaplete rock stripping to be 
carried out covering the part to be covered by the core and shoulders 
and kept well in advance of the daa cons trtict ion. The fluase or pipit 
used for conveying tl» sluiced material shall be lifted froa tlae to 
tiae during the progreae of the work and the tracka and diseolvlng 
boxes shall also be raised unless they are set very high at the start. 

Seal -Hydraulic Method 

(6.23) If this alternate method is followed, the railroad tracks 
would be carrying to and across the outer edge of both toes of the 
I daa; and the naterlal duaped froa cars on the duaplng spaces indicated 

OB the plans, the tracks would be carried on treaties. The dumped 
' aaterlals are to be groken down by aonltora and washed Into the daa, 
daposltlng the coarser parts upon the ahoulders, finer parte upon the 
beaches and the finest material In the central pool. In this case no 
material is carried in sluices or plpea. If this method is adopted 
the procedure must be such that at least 901 of the material dumped 
from the cars la taken up by water and sub sequent ly deposited; and not 
•ore than lOit is left In Its original position as dumped. 
Jeinlng Core to Bottom and Sides 

(6.33) The first material to be sluiced In the da« will be from j 
the sou on the sides of the valley. The coarser parte resulting from 
thlft sluicing will be deposited on the toes and much of the material 
on the lower toe will run Into the rock flU previously placed and mor^ 
or leas occupying the voids in it. The fine material from sluicing th« 
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BOll will be carried to the central pool ibieh wilt be foraed irh«n 
sluicing is 8tart«^d« the greatest care vnst be eiercleed in these 
early operations to see that a proper quality of core material it 
deposited at the very bottoa in contact trlth the rock and concrete 
' cutoff valle and that the seal Is vat er tight and perfect, 

(6.&4> If the first material deposited doee not aake satisfactory 
core ttaterlal, other saterlala shall be sought and applied by thaa- 
aelvea, or aixed with the soil to Improve the character of the core 
aaterial. Similar precautions shall be taken as the work proceeds witb 
the cutoff on the sides of the valley all the way up to the top of 
the dea. 
tater Supply 

(6.35) 11 th either eystea of construction the supply of tater 
shall be obtained from the central pool. Pumping equlpaent must be 
located on a float or floats and suctions arranged to stcim the clearest 
water from the surface of the pool. The pumped water aust be carried 
by flerible pipes to all the points where it ie reQuired. The tater, 
after use, returns to the pool, but any loes by evaporation and seepage 
ie made up by pumping water from Little Ktver to the pool. 
Shoulders, Character of 

(6.26) The material in the shoulders shall conelet of sand, 
gravel and rock and boulders, moderately fine toward the center, and 
coarse grained with no upper limit of else in the outer parts. The 
■aterlal shall be of a kind that settles hard and flra and makea a 
solid reliable embankment. Especial care ii to be taken not to use 
any stock bo fine that It till tend to extend the core by depositing 
material In the shoulders that will not oromptly and complete drain 
and herden. 
Trestles 

(6.27) The treaties required to support the tracks or fltaes on 
the outside duaps, according to the method of construction that is 
adopted, may be built into and surrounded with fill as the work pro- 
ceeds. In general such trestles shall be at least 20* apart In 
elevation. 4s soon as the use of a trestle terminates at any point, 
all the bracing, platforms and parts of it conveniently aocesslbla 
shall be at once reaoved from the work, but parts that are buried may 
be left In the embankment. In the seal-hydraulic method, all material 
left tround parts of burled trestles, shall be fully consolidated by 
wetting and sluicing aa the work proceeda. 
Pare of Outer Faces 

(6.28) The earth in the unalulces portions of the dam shall be 
moistened sufficiently to consolidate it property and It shall be 
washed around and under the timbers of the treaties to cot p lately fill 
all the spaces. The outer alopes of the dam shall be trimmed to the 
finished lines shown on the plane as the work proprassffa. bo as to pre- 
vent slides, but If slides occur they shall be prt^ptly refilled and 
the slopes kept to unifonn grades. 
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(6.29) ^b® paterlals to be elulced into the diaa ehall b§ die- 
iritmt9<i aJoDg ttift to«a and ahoulders, and the Blulelng and tbe watsr 
fftfittltlng froii it sball be controlled in auch a manner tbat the aater- 
ial la deposited along the shouldera and in the pool, keeping the 
shore Un» appToximately itraight, alirays »lthln the llsita indicated 
on the plans* and preventing the forwatlon of projecting fingers of 
eoars® material In the space reserved for the core, and also ore venting 
the extension of the pool and the consequent deposition of core aater- 
lal outside the pe rait ted Halt 8. 
Core. Character of 

(6.30) The character of the core a at er ial is of the utmost In- 
portance. It must be fine enough to be nearly watertight, and on the 
other hand it must bp coarse enough to drain and becoae hard and solid 
within a reasonable length of time so that it wlU form an integral 
part of tfie ^*«- ^^ ^ general tay core cnaterial with an effective sise 
of about 0.01 mo la desired, but th© oat o rial will be ;ludged rather by 
itfl p8rfor»«c* during the course of the work than by direct aeaaureaent 
of Ita effective site. 
Cote Material, Bow Controlled 

(6.31) If the core aaterlal is too coarse, more fine oaterial 
aust be obtained and aiied with the water by sluicing It into the 
central pool. The fine aaterlal in all the material sluiced tends to 
be concentrated In the core. Fine aaterlal will be furnished by the 
ioil sluiced from the aides of the valley into the dan and by the fine 
aaterlal In whatever stock is being ea ployed. If deficiency of fine 
aaterlal is indicated it aust at once be corrected by changing the 
position of eicavation In the borrow pits to points there there are 
iOT© fines , or by obtaining finer taster lal froa aonae special place. 
ipparently all needed fine aaterlal can be obtained froa borrow pits 
In the Stow Brook Valley that can be opened if and as needed. If the 
core aaterlal is too fine and soft at any tine it must be at once 
hardened up by finding and using borrow pits that produce lees fine 
material. The Contractor ahall proaptly alter hi a aethod, when 
ordered, to aalntain the deelred quality, said changes being based on 
the engineer* s teeta of the aaterlal last deposited. 

Core. Testing of 

(6. 33 J The core aaterlal ehall be the subject of conetant testa 
m the aaklng of which tbe Contractor ehall fully cooperate. The Con- 
tractor shall provide and aalntain for testing purposes a scow 14' 
long and 8' wide with flat bottom to go in shallow water, and shall 
furnish two aen on the scow with a supply of 1^1/2" pipes and couplings 
to test the aaterlal by eeeing how far the pipes can be pushed into 
an parts of It. and to assist the Engineer in aaklng borings, taking 
saaplee and In all other teats that the Engineer requlf&a. 
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Pool, Ad;^UBtifleat of Level and Fo^itloti 

(6.33) The water will all circulate through the central pool 
and will be uaed over and over except that loss by eftspage and evapo* 
ration luat be replaced. Such quantities of new water shall be addad 
by pumping froa the atream above the dao as nay be required to hold 
and raise the desired pool Isrel. In case the water In the pool he- 

I cones too high through showers or froa unintended filling beyond the 
requi resent a of the moment, It shall be lowered by siphoning out so 
auch water as may be necessary to bring It to the desired level, the 

I width of the pool will be controlled by ita height and this le to be 
carefully adjusted to conf ora to the Halt a sliotn on the plans » or to 

I such sod if led Us its as nay be found advantageous by experience and at 

I nay be ordered by tha Engineer. The position of the pool with refer- 
ence to the center of the daju will be controlled by the relative pro- 
grass of the work on the uprser and lower toes and this shall be varied 

as required from tine to tloe to hold the pool at the reguiff^d posit loii< 
Equippent, General Character and Capacity of 

(6.34) The equipment isust be capable of sluicing and depositing 
SpOOO cubic yards as neasured In finished eobanlfment per 24 hours; and 
it le assuned that such equlpaent will consist of at least two 300 h.p, 
puapa located on floats supplying water through flexible pipes to 3" 
Jets» or to larger J eta with a lower pressure If found nore advan- 
tageous; with a third pumping unit in reserve for use In case of needed 
repairs to one of the two provided for service. The Contractor aay, 
however, use other or different units capable of producing the re- 
quired dally output and shall add to those firat provided if found 
necessary. 
Schedule of Squipaent 

(6.35) The Contractor shall siibnit with his bid a statement of 
the general method of construction that he proposes to use, and of the 
sizes and capacities and powers and the principal units of the equlp- 
(sent that he propoeee to employ; and after the contract Is executed 
he shall supplement this etatfffflent* and from time to tine add further 
particulars of the equipment and method a tbst are to be used. Such 
etatements will be subject to modification with experience as the 
work proceeds » and are required with a view to keeping the Engineer 
posted ae to what Is to be expected and what is to be provided for and 
to aid in checking up performance with expected results. 
Hock Fill 

(6.36) Rock fill is to be used for the lower wedge and for the 
Tlprap on the upper and lower faces of the daa. Rock fill may be 
composed of stones and boulders obtained from the glacial drift of 
which at least ?5^ shall be nore than 3* in diameter or of material 
obtained by blasting the best quality of local rock fron borrow pits 
at approved locations in the hills above the dam near the ends of the 
dan. AH boulders and rocks of whatever description found In the work 
or near it or in any of the operations connected with it will be 
accepted as suitable naterlal for riprap- There is no upper limit to 
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flee an^ bloclte ae Urge as the ContTBCtor*! «qiilpBent •111 handle »*y 

te placed. In tlaatlng rock to be ueed for rock fill, an effort ahal 1 
tie aade to proceed io a »ay to leave It in fairly large pieces, and 
not to break it down aote tlmn necessary to fine aaterlal. 
P^a«<n^ Roclt nil 

(€.37) is far as praot livable the largest piacea aM the hardest 
roclcs sliall ^ placed on the outside and finer material in tbe Inter-' 
lor, but no close classification will be required. The aaterlal is to 
be duaped loosely and no hand placing or packing is required* Bock 
fill say bs placed dry or may be hydraulicked to position. It may be 
carrlsd up with ths hydraulLcking operations or the daia may be first 
built of aaaller section vltbout the rock and the rock added as a 
final and separate operation » but In ttrnt SYont the rock fill shall 
be started and carried forward so that the rock fill Is never more 
than 50' in elevation below the finished surface of the sluiced 
■sterial. 
Hiiifori Outs ids 

(6.33) If both hard boulders and broken aica schist are used In 
the rock fill, they shall be placed so that material of the saoe kind 
extends unifomly across the exposed part of the dam at any elevation 
and so that It will present a finished end uniform appearance. But 
boulders aay be used up to any desired elevation on either or both 
faces and thereafter crushed rock to the top. 
Option to Increaae Rock 1*111 

(6.39) The Contractor may. if he desires, substitute an addi- 
tional amount of rock fill for a corresponding aaount of sluiced 
material, and this substitution may be carried to a point where 40^ of 
the entire volume of the dam will be of rock fill placed dry. In such 
a case the engineer will oake a new design for the dam, which shall 
thereafter be followed. The rock fills shall be carried up to be at 
all times flush with the hydraulic fill parts of the dam. and shall 
be thoroughly Joined by sluicing material against th? rock fill near 
the points of junction. 

(6.40) In the event that the Contractor avails himself of this 
option and Increases the amount of rock fill above the amount speci- 
fied and requirad. the atount of rock fill to be estimated will only 
be the quantity shown on the plans not exceeding the amount exhibited 
In the estimated quantities on which bids are secured, and all the 
rest of the rock fill so placed will be est lasted as hydraulic fill. 

Dry Fill on Too 

(6.41) If It proves difficult or impracticable to carry the 
hydraulic fill to the very top of the dam, it may be stopped not more 
than 10' below the finished grade and the das completed by dry flU. 
In this event the material uaed for the dry fill shall contain. In Ita 
central part, enough soil or other fine, close grained ftaterlai to 
insure that the dam to its top Is substantially watertight, and shall 
contain In lt« sides gravel or other material compacting solidly and 
fcUilng a fira durable dam. In making such dry fill at the top such 



alloiaRce for eottieaent shall be wade aa tba enginwr directs, but 
anf such excess remain ing a bore the finished grade after 3 aontbt 
aettleaent shall be est! oat ad and paid for. 
Protecting {Quality of ffater 

(6. 42 J The later of Little River le used for water supply aad i 
must be protected fro« pollution and froB excessive turbidity resultlnfl 
froia sluicing gperations. Whatever saall ammints of turbidity result i 
frofli water that seeps through the beaches and outer parts of the daa i 
built as herein specified will be accepted by the City; but the Con- ' 
tractor shall at all tinee prevent water that has been used for slulcina 
and water froa the pool froa escaping over the surface to Little River 
Meaaureroent 

Ca-43) The quantity of material to be paid for under these iteat 
shall be the fill of whatever kind the Contractor Is required to aaka 
between the surface upon which the fill is placed and the surfaces and 
slopes defined by the plans or as laid out by the Engineer, but not 
exceeding at any point the actual height or volume of flU act tally 
made and aeasured. Final measureaent may be postponed for 90 *ys 
after the completion of the fill. 

(6.44J The Rock Till will be estiaated under IteA 7, and all the 
rest under Item 6. 
Cotiipensation

(15.12) The mixing shall be thorough and ehall be continued 
until every particle of ballast is coaplete covered by the cement and

In compliance with your instruct lone we have eianlned, re- 
lative to Its stability, the plans and speciflcationa. filed for your 
approval on May IGth last, of the proposed Cobble Mountain dam to be 
built by the City of Springfield across Little River. 

The sits of the proposed structure, which is a narrow gorga 
having steep slopes rising some hundreds of feet above the stream-bed, 
la about two miles upstream from the present Intake reservoir of the 
City of Springfield In the south-west corner of the town of Russell, 

Us upstream end Juts for a short distance across the 
Russell -Blandford boundary line and is about si)t hundred fe-t or 
thereabouts northerly from the point comtnon to the towns of Russell, 

Blmodford and Granville. 

the drainage area of the stream above the proposed dap> is. 
in round numbers, forty-si i square miles. Of this are., eight square 
*lles are contributory to the Borden Brook storage reservoir, built by 
the City of Springfield in 1909. This reservoir is located about^two 
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and 8 half alleB westerly fros the propofied {Sfto in the towns of Blaiid- 
■ ford and Granville. It haa a surface area of 213 acres and & capacity 

of 2-1/3 billions of gal lone, lapcunded by an earthen daa 75 f©et in 
{ Mgbt. 

I Borden Brook, upon which the reeeTvoir la located, is & 

I tributary of Little Blver which it enters *t a point about slx-tsntht 
of a Bile upatrean froci the aite of the proposed daa. The latter la 
also to be an earthen structure built by what le Irnown as the 
"hydraul 1 c-f 1 U " process. "According to the plans » when coupleted. It 
will be 235 feet high above the s tree abed with Its top at elevation 
965. Its length along the base till be 60 feet and along the top 700 
feat. Its width at the base till be 1605 feet and at the top 50 f««t 
These figures show that its average width till be about twice Its 
average length. 

these figures also show that the natural rising slopes of the 
valley from th» stream-bed, against which the ends of the daa will 
abut, are very steep, being on the average one vertical on I 1-3 
borliontal or about the natural slope of ordinary earth. The slopes 
of the proposed das are vsry auch flatter beln? on t^e upatreaa face* I 
on the average one vertical on 3-1/4 horizontal and, on the downs treaa 
face, one certlcal on 3 horiiontal. j 

The Teaervolr formed by the daa will have a surface area of ' 
1031 acres and, in round nuabers, a capacity of 20 billions of gallons, 
that is, about eight times the capacity of the Bordan Brook reservoir. 
Froa it will extend two tunnels, one on ths north side of the atreaa 
known a a the diversion tunnel and the other on the south side of the 
atreaa known as the pressure tunnel. The latter will convey tte 
reservoir water to the proposed hydro-electric power bouse, whence It 
will be discharged Into the present intake reservoir. 

The head or portal of this tunnel will be located at a point 
nearly half a alia aiay froa the site of the proposed dao at an ele- 
vation of 135 feet below the top of the daa and 115 feet below the 
crsst of the spillway. Its length will be In the neighborhood of 
7000 feet and discharging capacity under full retervclr, 800 ai 11 ions 
of gallons or thereabouts per day. 

The diversion tunnel, on the opposite side of the etreaa 
and now nearly coapleted, Is for the purpose of diverting the flow of 
the stream during the conatructlon of the dan and of drawing off and 
eaptying the reservoir If ever necessary. 

It Is driven through the aountaln in a location outside the 
site of the proposed daa, froa a point in the atreaabed 1200 feet or 
thereabouts above the upstreaa toe to a point In the streambed 200 
feet or theTeabouts below the downstreaa toe. The length of the 
tunnel is 1550 feet while the length of the strsaa connecting it a ends 
is about 3O0O feet or practically twice that of the tunnel owing to 
the U-shaped courae of the stream. The discharging capacity of this 
tunnel is 4000 cubic feet per second or a capacity sufficient to dis- 
charge the Borden Brook storage In one day. 
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During the construction of ihe propoeed data It 1» expected 
to bye-paas the total flow of tifie atreaa through thie tunnal without 
booking up water or fomlng any pondage except in tlaoe of extreiftely 
high flood flo». 

The construction of thle tunnel will obviate the neca salty 
of laying outlet pipes through the prooosed dam thtia eliminating enti- 
rely one of the aoat troublesone and dangerous accessor tea of the

Safe earthen dams can he and have been constructed by the 
thoufland with outlet pipee laid through them, nevertheless, these pipes 
are slvaye an elenent of danger and as a aatter of fact* oore failuree^ 
c«a bo attributed to them than to any other cauae with possibly the 
exception of inefficient apiilsaya. 

thie brings ue to the spillaay of the proposed dam. It vlU 
be located, not in the custoiaary place, that le* at or adjacent to 
one end of the atructure, but at a considerable distance therefrom and 
on the saae or south aide of the stream as the pressure tunnel. Its 
cre»t will be about aldway between the dam and pressure tunnel, appro- 
llaately 1500 feet from either, and its discharging end 2700 feet or 
thereaboute downatreao froo the downatreaia toe. 

Coneidering this latter distance of 2700 feet between toe 
and discharge end, and the fact that the elevation of the str^ambed at 
the latter point is some 50 feet lower tten tb^ strfsambed at the toe. 
It can easily be seen that there should be no danger of toe erosion 
from baclc-iaih even in the highest floods. 

The ere at of the tplUiay le 135 feet in width and 30 feet 
lower than the top of the daa , being at elevation 945. Froa the creet,, 
the spillway gradually narrows and roils down in an ogee curve for a 
distance of 165 feet to a point where its width till be 50 feet and 
its elevation 15 feet lower than the crest. From this latter point 
it will continue the eaae width to the top of the slope overhanging 
the Btresabed, thence down the slope to the etreaabed. the distance 
being about 950 feet or a total distance from creat to streambed of 
a little over llOO feet. 

The spin fay, for a stretch of about 700 feet from the crest, 
will be in deep rock excavation, running from an average cut of 35 
feet to a maximum of 50 feet, and will be crossed by a reenforced 
concrete arched bridge at a point about 145 feet from the crest. 

Thie bridge will span the channel, thus having no supoortlng 
piers therein to obstruct the free passage of the water, and will bo 
set at such an elevation that the inside of its crown will be two feet 
higher than the top of the proposed dam and 35 feet higher than the 
bottom of the eplUway ctennel underneath it.

These figures show an adequate factor of safety of spillway 
capacity without placing any value on the very desirable effect the 
new storage would have on the flood flows of the stream as they reach 
the reservoir where their intensities or peaks would be saoothed out. 
If not entirely dissipated. 

to put the capacity of the spillway In another light. It lay 
be said that it would be sufficient, without endangering the dan, to 
discharge a alood flow of the sane intensity as the maiimuffl flow of 
the festfield Biver in 1873, increased by that froia the Borden Brook 
reservoir asauming that the latter were suddenly released and instaatl:' 
dlechargsd Into the new reservoir. 

A spillway, then, cut through the solid rock in a location 
mors than a quarter of a aile away f roa the dam and having a discharg- 
ing capacity as shown, may be coneidered a safe, stable and efficient 
appurtenance of the proposed development. 

Because of the hight of the rock- ledge walls of the spillway* 
which as stated will be 35 feet on tte average aai 50 feet at one point, 
the damger of rock-slip after the completion of the excavation has to 
be considered and guarded against, in case there might be any reason 
to expect such an occurrence.

the plans indicate flashboards 7 feet la hight on the crest 
of the spillway. Inasmuch as there are no details given regarding 
their type or arrsngenent, whether fixed or automatic » to be used 
temporarily or permanently, it is assumed that it was not the intentloi 
to have this matter considered by the County now nor probably until 
after the completion of the daa. Thie, of course, does not apply to 
the 6-inch wrought iron sockets inserted in the crest am flush with 
it to receive the flashboard pins. 

In view of the aagnitude of tte proposed dam. its novel 
construction, at least .in these parts, and the great responsibility 
Incurred by its erection, a few words by way of comparison with other 
earthen daaa may not be out of place here. 

The construction of earthen daas Is supposed to have begun 
in Egypt hundreds of years before the Deluge when earthen embankments 
were constructed for irrigation purposes and for confining the Nile 
within its banks. 

In other eastern countries earthen dams were also const ruct- 
fd at a very early date. Some of these are still in use, like the Vera- 
nuffl daa in India, a structure 13 allee long and forming a reaervoir tbtt 
covers an area of 35 square wiles. These primitive structures, howevet*

31ftCo tbe tL«« of the first buildor of dais thousand of 
vsftTs baye pasaed in ths experience and practice of the art, tlliis- 
trated unfortiiBiately by iiany di east roue failures, yet tbs aodern type 
is still A aoond of earth, having changed ?ery little ftindaaso tally 
ffOi Its antedeluvian ancestor. 

There it* however, a great difference In the methods of 
construction inaamuch as the mound is not raised slth earth carried 
and trodden in by slaves but by the steam shovel, truck and roller and 
by sater pressure and water pools. 

The original earthen dan sas a honogeneous enbankment tt<n 
top to hot too* that Is one In ihlch the material vas aliJce throughout. 
Thla continued to be practically the sole type of earthen dam until 
aodern times when it was jaodlfied by the Introduction of an lapervlou* 
core-vtU to cut off percolation through it. For this purpose, 
British practice especially , favored and still favors a clay puddle 
core-wall while imerican practice favored a masonry sail. 

Clay puddle core-walls never appealed to the imerican engin- 
eer probably because of tbe unreliable character of clay which when 
drying thrlnlta and cracks and when wet eipandi and becomes unstable. 
In the western states of this country masonry cores were seldom used 
and acme of the highest earthen dams were constructed without them. 
Some decades ago they were very popular in the eastern states etpec- 
UUy in Hew England, fithin recent years, however, masonry cores have 
lost such of their popularity inasmuch as many engineers consider them 
an elewent of weakness. One of the objections Is that the rigidity of 
ths aaeonry and the flexibility of the earth produce uneoual settle- 
sent. 

to meet this objection and probably for econoolcal reasons 

also, where cores are advisable, because of the character of the 
construction material not being desirable from the standpoint of 
l»pervi oneness, they are sometimes built of compact surface soil, is 
an eiaaple, the Scltuate earthen dam completed in 1986 for the water 
forks of the city of Providence, has a surface soil core 77 feet at 
Us greatest width built in sU-inch layers with surfacs stripping 
femovsd from the alts of the reservoir. The dam is 3200 feet in 
length and 100 feet in hight above the streaabed, with its core si- 
tending to the solid ledge in a trench 80 feet deep, 

there the material for its construction is suitable, the 
homogeneous type of dam Is in favor again. Borden Brook daa is e 
good example of this type for it bae no core- wall and the material 
therein is practically alike and of the eaos density throughout its 
thole mass. In the construction work of both the hoaogeneous and the 
oore types, the earth froB the bo r row-pit in its naturfcl at ate. barring 
•tones above a certain else, is deposited in layers and compacted by 
rolling, , 






The diffoTtnce brtvteQ the two types 1«, tfeat in the on* 
c&se. efflclencjr depends upon the degree of lapervloueness and stabu 
lity of the Fhole embankment and In the other merely upon the degree 
of iBpernoueneea of the core-tall and the stability of the embantmeBt 
on each side to eupport It In place. There le no difference, hot ever 
betveen theee types regarding ttelr foundations ae it Is just as 
necessary tbat the f oundatlone of the one be solid and watertight as 
of the other. 

The homogeneous and the core-vall types, therefore* repre- 
sented in general all earthen daae of any magnitude until the bydrau- 
llc-fill daa, that le, the type under consideration was introduced. 
Thla type lea product of the feat being originated and developed In 
the nining regions of California where the methods used in hydraulic 
Mining were applied to earthen dai construction. 

Theee methods were the tearing down of sand cliff a, ban^a 
of earth etc. by the application of water discharged through nojzlea 
under pressure* and the removal nf the material thus disintegrated by 
means of water conducted in sluices etc. to tome deal red point below* 
where it would be deposited in a eeml-llc}uid condition. 

In the application of thes** methods to daa-con struct Ion 
I where the material Is sluiced from the banfcs and deposited In the dam, 
the construction is called "hydraulic-flll". On the other hand, where 
I the material la not sluiced but hauled in Its natural state to tte 
outer edges of the dam and then washed Into place by water under 
pressure, the construction Is called "semi -hydraulic fill*. Hence 
the terms, "HydrauUc-f ill" and "Semi -hydraulic fill" dams. 

The distinction, as aeen, applies only to method of construc- 
tion inasmuch as the results in either case are the same so far aa 
efficiency and stability of the structure are concerned. In the dam 
in question, according to the specifications, the contractor will be 
allowed his choice of thee* methods of conetructlon, 

kt first, the hydraultc-flll dam was naturally a email 
structure and. no doubt, built only in a crude way ^ probably for the 
forming of temporary ponds in the mining districts. 91nce then, 
however, owing to Its design and construction being based on more 
scientific lines regarding safety and efficiency, it has gained 
grsatly in popularity and today where the local conditions are favor- 
able, the hydraulic or seil-hydraullc fill dam is conetdered an 

efficient and most economical type of high earthen dm, especially for 

I 
structures higher than 130 or 130 feet. In the ordinary dam. whetier 

of the hoiogeneoue or core type, when its hlght goes beyond this, the 
hauling and placing of the large ma e a of material required for the coil- 
struction, la likely to make the cost prohibitive. 

Being of western origin, neither the hydraulic nor eenl- 
hydraiilic fill dam is as yet very common In New England and It Is 
only a year or so ago that the first, a eeml-hydraullc fill was built 
in Massachusetts. The plans of this dan, Imown as the Sherman das* 
were examined for Franklin County by the writer. It is 100 feet In

previously tbere »«re two dama of the same type built by 

the aM« co«S©ay acroea the head waters of the Beerfield river in 

V«rDont. One of tbese knoin as the Sonersett dam iraB coapleted in 

1314 and is 110 feet in bight while the other, known as the Davi« 

Bridiiie (iao* located near Readaboro, was completed in 1923 and Is 300 

feet in bight, it a length along the top Is 1250 feet. Uft width at 

the top ie 25 feet and at the base 1300 feet with an average slope on 

the upstreaja aide of about one vertical on 3-1/4 horizontal and on 

the dotnatream aide of one vertical on 3 horizontal. 

It will be observed that tfee slopea of this and the proposed 
das are siallar It will also be observed that the top of the pro- 
posed dan is 25 feet wider than the top of the Davis Bridge dam thus 
ahovlng that the foraer la heavier in aection than the latter. 

When the Davis Bridge dan was completed • and that la only 
five years ago, it was one of the few very nigh earthen dajna In the 
world and the highest In Hew England. When the proposed Cobble 
fountain daa is completed tt will not only have that distinct ion, but 
10 far as the writer known will be somewhat higher than the highest 
earthen dan In the world at the present time. 

The hydraulic or eeai- hydraulic fill dam, I lice the ordinary 
■aeonry core atructure described above » consists also of a core and 
two embankBenta. The core, however, la much larger in the hydraulic 
type, being generally the aiddle third of the dam, or at least having 
a width not less at any point than the hight of the dam above that 
point. It is formed in a pool of water maintained between the 

embankments. 

Both core and embankments are constructed of the ratural 
earth brought to the site of the dam by sluicing or hauling and de- 
posited on the outside of the eabankaenta whence It Is washed towards 
the aiddle of the dam, the coarsest material regaining at the outside 
while the rest Is carried by the water, gradually sinking as it 
flows, the coarser first, the aediua next and the finest last at the 
center of the pool. This last on precipitation forms the lapervlous 
core while the coarser material forme the embankments which becoae 
lOre and more pervious towards their toss. 

If the particles forming the core are very fine the core may 
be so completely watertight that It may take a long time, even yeara* 
after the structure is completed, before it drains and becomes bard 
OT thoroughly consolidated, the grade of fineness, therefore, of the 
partlolea of the core aatarial is most important in the construction 
of the hydraulic-fill dam since on the one hand, the particles must 
be email enough to aake a watertight core and on the other hand of 
auch slEs as to allow drainage In order that consolidation may occur 
within a reasonable time* 
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fhe core in « 8lal-li4ul<l coDdltlon Ls sticb heavier tbaa 
later and therefore eiarts a greater preeaure upon the enttanfcaenta 
supporting it than if the aeal-Uquid wer» replaced by water. 

Water presBure against a daa does not depend upon th« 
coluae of water in the reservoir formed ttiereby. even though the ree- 
ervolr aay ertend for alles around, but upon the hight of the water 
at the face of the dan. Sifflllarly. the praeaure eiarted tty the aaai* 
llqmd core against both eabankiiienta depends upon its hlght and not 
upon Its volume. 

In the const ruction work, therefore, If the completed core 
were still a semi-fluid or even plaetlc, the pressure on each eobank- 
nent would be greater than any water pressure on the dam after coa- 
pletion. Accordingly > the hydraalic-flll or seal -hydraulic -fill daa 
is weakest during conatniction, becauae at this tine it is nothing 
BOre than two slender embankments, so to speak, each reaiating a 
pressure, which even allowing for the partial conaollcatlon of the 
core that experience has shown occurs, would at least equal any water 
pressure against the completed dam. If, then, the hydraulic-fill dan 
or Beiai- hydraulic-fill dao bears up under construction Its stability 
has been tested and a factor of safety established. 

The factor of safety of the proposed dam, as coapiated appears 
to run froffl 3-1/4 during construction to 5-1/3 on consolidation of 
the core. It may be stated here, however, that aathematlcal reasonina 
and mathematical results on this point cannot be oore ttaa roughly 
approximate . because of the as sumptions that have to be made on account 
of the changing condition of the core* weight of the embankment mater- 
ial, coefficients of friction, etc. 

Nevertheless, the figures given ussy be considered conserva- 
tive for they do not take into account the stabilizing effect of the 
reenforcement of the upstream embankment by an independent rockflll 
toe. 78 feet in hlght nor of the rock-fill wedge under the ±>wnstreaa 
embankment for Increasing frictlonal resistance nor of the reenforce- 
ment of the downstream embankment by another rock-fill toe 50 feet In 
hight faced with an arched concrete retaining laU 55 feet in hight. 
The core, whose center is about 50 feet upstrean from the 
center line of the dam, is 230 feet In width at its bass and 40 feet 
In width at its top with an average slope of 10 on 5-1/2 on its 
upstream side and 10 on l-l/S on its downstream side. It is of the 
minimum size used in practice as its width at any point Is slightly 
less if anything than the hight of the dam above that point. This, 
however, is not detrimental to the stability of the daa. 

ks a watertight structure depends entirely upon the core, 
the construction of the latter according to the epeci float Ions is to 
be kept under vigilant inspection and its material continually tested 
in order that It will be of the proper quality regarding the site and 
fitness of its particles, upon which so much depends relative to the 
Stability and Impervioueness of the daa. Its stablliiilng condition 
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■bail also be uoder conetant Inepaction ae on the pool a scow «lll b« 
Hept fToa wbiCJti two Ben *111 teat tbe core by the "pipe method", to 
CRlled. that la. aeeing tow far thay can pueh a 1-1/2 Incb pip* Into 
It at different points. 

In the construction of damn and in fact In all other kinds 
of conatructioo wort a lolid foyjndatlon. it la ntedlaaa to aay, is of 
the fltat importance. It la ao«t fortunate » then, that the foundation 
of the Cobtle Jtountaln Dan lea very dedlTable one alnce not only the 
core but practically the nhole daa is to rest on the aolid rock. To 
aake thie connection poaaible, a.11 the earth on top of or covering the 
rook within tba site of the dam, vith the exception of a fringe around 
tbe periaetar, vill ha uaed as material for and sluiced into tbe dam. 

To «alte a solid water tight bond betvean tha oora and the 
ledge any eoft or defective rock within tbe core zone will be removed 
and a cutoff trench 80 feet wide will be excavated acroes tbe bed of 
tbe atreaa carried in dinlnlihlng widths to the top of the dan. Tbe 
depth of the trench ie not fixed In the apeclfloatlona ae thle will 
be governed by tbe quality of the rocte as the excavation proceeds . Its 
ainlaum depth, hoaevet, la fixed at 5 feet- Ihere it crosses the 
atreaabed and aleo up the slopes if necessary, it will be grouted. 

For greater assurance that a tatertlght joint will exiat 
between core and foundation, concrete cutoff walls will be built in 
the bottDB of the trench serosa the streambed and up the slopes. 
These wall a fill extend In dowel fashion, eo to apeak, into both 
foundation aisd core that breaking the Joint between the surfaces and 
cutting off any water following the rock surface. 11 th a foundation 
ae deacribed. and the nethods to be used for bonding tbe dam thereto. 
It does not seen as If there could be any danger to the structure froa 

this source. 

In conclusion, tbe results of the analyses of the proposed 
das, regarding Ita stability, show that all the criteria laid down by 
the beat practice for a safe atructure of thla type bftve been complied 
with. Firstly the dam will rest on a solid rock foundation to rttich 
U will be thoroughly bonded. Secondly U is of heavy section having 
a substantial factor of safety » with its toea reenforced with rock- 
fill and aaaonry and ita face a protected from erosion etc. by an 
adaquftto rock-fill rip-rap; Thirdly, it will have no outlet pipes or 
any other kind of openings to threaten ita safety. Fourthly, it will 
have an aaple spillway located away from tbe dam. Fifthly, it will 
have a high factor of safety against high water and wave action over- 
topping it, and laat but not least, its construction will be of such 
a type that when completed, its stability can be considered as already 
tested and assurance given that from that time forward It will be 
ready to carry the burden for *hlch it was designed. 
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In vVet of thesf facts and assuaing ttet the con et ruction 
work win be faithfully pUTfoToed in tX\.e manner specif ted, tbs plana 
and specif icat lone are recoanended for your aopToval with th« sugji{ea« 
tlon that conaldaratlon of the flashboarde be deferred pending flllne 
of the details as explained on page five. I 

!n pairing this recoaoiendation, it nay be stated timt In the 
anal y Bee of the plans and epecficatioos and also in comparing the pUn« 
1 titb those of other daaa of the same type that are rendering good 
service, the heavy responsibility placed upon the County has always 
been Icept in mind because of the BSgnltude of the proposed structure, 
its rather novel type of construction in thla locality and the con- 
eeqiiencea that aight follow its failure .

The neit point to consider la what effect this increaae of 
rocfc-flU »in have upon the stability of the daa. As a result of Its 
graater weight the safety factor will be increased ©specially during 
the construction work when the pressure on the toes and shoulders of 
the daa Is greatest, even greater than any eib sequent pressure on the 
daiBWJder full reservoir, thy this Is the case is eiplained In ay 
report already referred to re com mending the approval of the plena and 

Bpaalfi cat ions of the dam. 

Before concluding I may state that 1 have visited the site 
of the dam ard saw that little save preparatory work has been done aa 
yet ejcept on the prasaure tunnel which ie driven about five hundred 
feet. Some work has also been done, but not much more than a beginn- 
ing, on the cutoff concrete walls aad on the foundation work of the 

downstream masonry retaining wall.

m addition to these recent Inveetlgatlonst I Imva previouaW 
gooe over the plane and Bpecif Icatlona for the purpoae of efiecklng 
the design, and have made visits to the work to aacertain if the re- 
qulrenenta ware being properly carried out. 

The daa la of earth and built by what ia known aa the *hydrauUc- 
flll" nethod, Ite general dimensions are as follows: 

Length along the base about 70 ft, and along the top about 700 ft 

fldtb at the base about 1505 ft. and at the top 50 ft. 

the top is at elevation 965. which ma Ice a the height about 235 ft 
above the bed of the river. 

The diffl ia being built in a gorge in the river. In which there la 
rock acrose the stream and on both sides to a height greater than the 
height of the dan. this rock was carefully and thoroughly examined 
and found to be eui table for the foundation of t»« daa, All loose ! 
rock has been, or will be, removed as the work progreaaea. 

k aufflclent amount of drilling and grouting has been done to 
fill the seams and to make the rock at the dam watertight. 

In addition to the grouting, two trenchia have been excavated 
across the bottoa and one up the sides, and concrete cut-off walla 

built. , 

At the lower end of the daa a heavy concrete wall has been built, 

All of these condltiona and work tiave aasured a suitable founda- ' 

tion on which to buUd the earth daa. 

The requirement a of a hydraulic-fill das are; 
I, That the core shall be composed of material sufficiently fine to 
cause the seepage of water through It to be extremely alow, but 
at the same tiie coarse enough to allot it to alowly drain itaelf 
and consolidate. 

That the dimensions of the core shall be such as to prevent the 
seepage of water through It In any amount to be unsafe or objec- 
tionable, 

3. That the toes of the dam be of sufficiently coarse material to 
allow the drainage of water through thom, 

4, That the dimenelona ahall be sufflciant to hold the core and to 
insure a stable structure against the pressure of water above the 
dam. 

So aany dama have no» been built as to make it possible to deter- 
sine the range of suitable materials for the core end toes. 

Before It was decided to build this dam of earth, a large nuiber 
of explorations were made to determine If there was an ample aaount 
of suitable materials within reasonable diatances from the site. This 
was found to be the case. 

The die po sal of the material in the dam Is of the utaoet iaport- 
ance. The greatest of care has been given to the selection of meter- 
lale frott the borrow nits so that there will be the proper grade of 
materials delivered and testa are continuoualy made of the material 
after it ia deposited. Any deviations from the standards are laae- 
dlatety corrected. Greater care has been taken in the selection end 



placing of i»terials in thli daot than in any other dan that bas been 
built lithln my knowlodge. 

Tbere tiave b»en eome failures of hydraulic filled earth daai, but 
tbflse failures have mlvay« occurred during conet ruction. There have 
b«e& no failures to ay knowledge of hydraulic filled earth dams after 

completion. 

Sons question has been raised with reference to the rock fill on 
account of the presence of alca. This rock is dense and heavy, 3uch 
Tock in large Lmita, aa is being used in the daa , will not disintegrate 

the spill tay 18 located aeay from the dam and constructed on a 
Tock foundation vlth a concrete creet of heavy construction and con- 
tinuing through rock for about 900 ft. in all. 

The area of the watershed above the dan is about 46 square miles 
The spllltay has a capacity of nearly double the flow which would 
result frott any recorded flood in Bei England, and more than three 
times the maxi«uai recorded flood in the test field River. 

On top of the spillway there till be flashboards 7 feet high. 
They will be of the type known aa "pin f 1 aahboards'" » the boards being 
kept in place by vertical pins or pipes set into the top of the splll- 
lay. Thia type has been used successfully for a great aany years in 
ft great many places. The pins are of euch a siae and spacing as to 
bend over at predetermined heights of the water and let the boards go 
down the street. According to our estimates, the boarde wUl go out 
at a little less height of water than the design shows.

In accordance with your Instructions 1 have considered the 
question of the stability of the Gobble Mountain Daia no* under cod- 
Btructlon by the City of Springfield, across Little River in the town 
of BIandford» and present the following report ;- 

I have had occaalon to follow the development of the Little 
River later-shed as a source of water supply for Springfield and 
surrounding towns since the plan was first suggested by Mr. Hazen many 
years ago. Lately I have made further eiaminatlons of the Daa, of the 
materials used in Its construction, of the placing and arrangement of 
the materials and of the methods of observation and Inspection used to 
insure the proper carrying out of the plans and specifications. I 
have also read the very able report of your Engineer, Ir. James L, 
Tighe, which covers very clearly all the essential features of the 
13am and its appur tenancies and I endorse fuUy the etateaents ai^ con- 
clusions reached in that report. 

The Dam is designed to form a Reservoir having an area within 
its flow- 11ns at elevation of 945 of 1031 acres and a capacity of about 
20,000,000.000 gallons. By placing flash -boards seven feet in height 
on the overflow, the area of the Reaervoir would be Increased to 1130 
acres and Its capacity to 22, 28 7. 000, XO gallons. 

The water-shed of the Reservoir above the Cobble Mountain 
Dam will have an area of 45,8 square alles tncludlng the 8 square ml lei 
which are tributary to the Borden Brook storage Reservoir situated 
within this water-shed about 2 1/2 olles westward of Gobble Mountain.

itbydrauUc-fill" process In a deep aiotintaln gorge tlth solid rock 
beneath and across the valley and up both ends of the IJan tc levels 
^H above the flow-Ho*. The rock vas originally coveted lith a 
thin layer of sartto ahlch has been reaoved and such portions of it as 
were found suitable have been used In the conetruction of the Dan. 
in preparing the foundation all loose roclr has been renroved, the seaas 
thoroughly grouted and two concrete walls constructed across the bot- 
toa of the valley benw^th the Dam and a concrete wall extended up the 
aides to the top. The aalla extend aeveral feet down into the roclt 
and rise eeveral feet into the materia 1 of which the Das is cosipoaed. 

The Bite is natuially a favorable one and with the work 
done and tbe care taken in connection with the preparation of the site 
tuere can be no question as to the safety of the foundations of the 

Dam. 

Earth Dams are common enough everywhere and Earth Dams of 

the ■hydraulic-fill'* type have been in eii stance for many years. The it 
essential features are;- 

1. k core consisting of material sufficiently fine to make 

seepage of water through it very slow, but at the same time 
coarse enough to drain in a reasonable time, 
Z. That the thickness of the core shall be sufficient to pre- 
vent water from draining through It rapidly in such amounts 
as would be objectionable and would reduce the amount of 
water which it ie the purpose of the Dam to retain. 

3. That the material on either side of the core shall be coarse 
enough to drain rapidly and that It shall become gradually 
coarser toward the toes of the Baa. 

4. That the thickness of the sections of the Dam on either side 
of the core shall be ample to insure a stable structure. 
The selection of the type of Dam to be adopted for any giveo 

location depends commonly not only upon the circumstances of tbe loca- 
tion, but upon tbe character of the materials available for its con- 
struction. In this case, huge glacial deposits of sand end gravel are 
found within the limits of the Reservoir and a thorough test of these 
deposits Indicated in the beginning that they contained aaterlal of 
excellent quality for the purpose of constructing a '♦hydraulic-fill* 
dam. This material is so abundant that it has aade practicable a 
very watisfactory selection of the right material for the purpose. 
Sand and gravel in these deposits is unmixed with organic matter snd 
the sands are clean and sharp down to the smallest particles. 

The Mterial ie washed into the Dan In euch a way as to cause 
the coarsest portions to settle near the outer slopes, the sUes grad- 
ually diminishing until the fine material is deposited in a central 
pool of water in which the core is foraed. The chsractt^r of the mat- 
erial, both in the spoil banks from which it ie taken and after its 
deposit In the £la» itself, is subject to very frequent inspection and 
analyses by different methods to Insure Its suitability for tbe purpose 
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end Its proper placing in tbe Das ajid special cars Is taksn that tDe 
1 core shall be fine ftnougtr to prevent the loss of later, but coaras 
cnouph to allot for drainage and consolidation »lttiln a raaeoiiabu 
tine. 

The up- St ream embankment of the Dam Is rsinforced by a 
'. rockfill tos 110 fest In height, and the dosn- stream by another rock- 
I till toe 126 feet in height faced with an arched concrete retaining 
wall 14 feet wide at the top and 24 feet at the bottom rising 35 feet 
in height above the river bed with a rocJtfill wedge under the down- 
ttream toe to Increase frlctlonal rosistance and provide rsady drein- 
age. The elopes of the Dam are conaervatlye and adequate for the 
purpose and the heavy rockflll at each toe of the daa provides ejttre 
security. 

During the construction of the Dam the flow of Little fiiver 
is being carried in a tunnel through rock beyond the northerly end of 
the DajB and discharged into the river at an adequate distance below the 
down-streaa tos. There la no pipe or conduit of any kind passing 
through this DaiD thus avoiding a condition which ftaa often been found 
to be a source of weakness in such structures. 

Most important of the appurtenances to a dam and reservoir I 
is an adequate and oroperly placed overflow, the lack of which has 
been aaong the most important of the causes of the overthrow of dsas 
which have failed. In the case of the Cobble Mountain Reservoir the 
location of the over-flow is a most favorable one since it Is located 
well away from the Dam onths opposite aide of the mountain about 1500 
feet distant from the Oaia. The over-flow stream leads to the river i 
about one-half a »lle down stream froa the toe of the dam wtere the 
elevation of the stream bed is so much lower that there Is no <tanger 
that water from the over- flow even in the highest freshets will wash 
bacic to the toe of the Da«. The spillway is excavated in solid rock 
for a length of some 900 feet with a concrete crest of heavy construc- 
tion at an elevation of 945 or 20 feet below the top of the Dam. fith 
the water at grade 958, the spillway will carry about 33.000 cubic 
feet per second or about 520 cubic feet per second per square mile of 
watershed. Tbte amount Is about three tines the flow of the great 
freshet which inundated W^stfield in 1876 but thie does not take Into 
account the favorable effect of the Reservoir in eoualising the flow 
of the water under such circumstances so that provision is taade for 
freshets of much greater volume than In the case of the festfield 
freshet of 1878 or the more recent great freshet of 1927, 

About 1500 feet south of the sol 11 way and 3,000 feet from the 
Daa is the entrance to the Diversion Tunnel from which water will be , 
conveyed to the power house at the upper end of the Diversion Reservoit 
I of the City of Springfield. The capacity of this tunnel would also be 
available to draw water from the Reaervolr in time of extreme freshet ■ 
and would add further to the available means of handling freshets. 
The construction of dams by ths "hydraullc-flU" method, 
begun some forty years ago, has been increasingly following In the 
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Bould«r

There la no recford that 
tuy '•hydraaUc-flll* dam has ever failed after the filling of the Re- 
servoir which it was designed to create. 

One of the very Important circijmetaneeB to be taken into 
iccount. in conalderlng the safety of this Dam. is the character and 
experience of those in charge of the sorlc. Mr. Hazen, one of the 
greatest and aoet conservative Engineers of hie tlEse, designed the 
Cobble Mountain Daa* prepared the contract and specifications and 
latchsd the work until his death last year. He began the study of the 
properties of soils nore than forty years ago and thus brought to the 
design of thie atructure the eiperlence of a lifetlae devoted to 
slpilar work. The carrying out of the plans since the beginning has 
beeo in the capable hands of Mr. Lochrldge, an Engineer of great ex- 
perience and of thorough acquaintance with this scheioe since its in^ 
caption many years ago» with a staff of experienced and well trained 
asBletants. Insuring continued thoroughness in the carrying out of the 
work. Finally the plans and speclficatlona have received the apiproval 
of Mr. Tighe, your Engineer, and hav** been eubject during construction 
to his careful inspection. In selecting sn Erglneer of the eminent 
qualitlea of Mr. Tighe for this work, your Board has followed the best 
possible course in carrying out the laws provided for the protection 
of the public safety in such coatters. 

Final ly» the results of a careful consideration of the plana 
and specifications and of a thorough investigation of the records of 
aaterlalB used, together with a study of the actual character of the 
materials of which the Lam is composed, its generous dlnenaions, the 
ottlaelon of any pipe line or other channel through it, and the great | 
capacity and excellent location of the overflow, lead inevitably to 
the conclusion that the Dam la unquestionably safe, and that the 
people living in the valley below it are aaiply protected and need hav« 
no fear of any possible danger from the failure of thie Daai.

Dear Sir: 

I received the plans, which were submitted to you for appro- 
val on the I6th instant by Paul Korzen» of an ice-pond dam recently 
built in Agaiaa across the headwaters of the Agawam Coaipany book, so 
called. 

Thie brook Is a tributary from the west of Three Kile Brook, 
It rises in the vicinity of Feeding Hills end flows prsctlcsUy Oie 
east for a distance somewhat over two miles to Join Three HUe Brook 
! at a point a half a mils or thereabouts west of Age wan center. 

On the bKCk, near its confluence is located the Agawam 
Company's woollen mill daa Ko. 1 and about two thousand feet upstream 
from this the Agawsa Company^s dam No. 2. About a mile and a half 
farther upstream at a point near the east side of Garden Street, so 
called, where the drainage area of the brook is not lore than a (Quarter 
of a square mile, the dam under consideration has been const meted. 

As the plane show it is an earthen eabankaient having a re- 
inforced concrete core one foot in thickness and a reinforced concrete 
spillway. The latter Is formed by a shaft of well 5 x 5-1/2 feet in 
section built in the embankojent at a point thirty feet from ita north 
end. From the bottom of this well extend through the foundatione of 
the downstrean part of theabankment a reinforced concrete culvert 
three feet square in section and through the foundations of the upstream 
part a reinforced concrete gated inlet twenty -two inches in diameter. 
The latter is to be used for draining the pond formed by the daa when- 
ever necessary. 

The length and tidth of the dam on too are 140 feet ani twenti- 
f«et Tsepectively. Ita hight above the bed of the stream at the tpill- 
way Is eleven feet. The pond formed by it covers at ita upper end an 
Old ice-pond about three quarters of an acre in area and submerges the 
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^gflll earthen dm aii fett In biptUt which foraftd the Utter. The area 
Qf tiw tiew pond la about two acres. | 

The elopee of the daa as built are rather eharp and little 
natter than the natural repose of the dumped naterial. HoreoTer, the 
night of the eabanltnient above the top of the spillway could hardly be 
gQUgldered as giving a proper aargln of eafety agalMt high water, 
Tbeae features were explained on the ground to the owner and to the 
I contractor who were both present at the Inspection when it was agreed 
to iaprove theat by lengthening the slopes and ralatng the embanlmient 
to the oanner suiggested by me. When this worlr. which is already being 
attended to* has been done the factor of safety of the structure will 
be greatly Increased and the dam can then be recoamended by me for 

acceptance . 
' 1 little farther upstream and on the west side of Garden 

Street are two old ice-ponds » one lamedlately above the other. The 
daa of the lower pond is 150 feet In length and about six feet in 
hight while the pond formed thereby covers about an acre and a half. 
The upper daa le one hundred feet In length snd about eight feet In 
bight while the pond formed thereby covers about an acre. The upper 
dan* 80 far b8 I could learn, belongs to the Dl Donate Ice i food Go, 
and the lower dam to one Zerra. 

Both these daifis have very small dralnag^e areas as they are 
looatad near the divide. Judging froa their bights and the drainage 
areas and capacities of their ponds » theae dame do not appear to coaa 
within the durisdlctlon of the County by ay interpretation of the 
aatter nay be all wrong. Their failure, however, could daaage the 
structure under consideration but the one next below would hardly be 
endangered as its fifteen-acre pond should absorb all the water re- 
leased by the simultaneous failure Of even all three cfenis above.

Relative to the plana and tpeclfi cat ions filed on August 30tli 
1935 by the City of featfleld showing the recent repairs and additions 
lade to the Wei iB Mi lie dam. so called, located on Hoi lister brook in 
the Town of Granville, I have made an examination of the structure and 
beg to submit the following,- 

Holllster brook rises in the Northerly part of the Tows of 
Granville at the foot of "S.efttman Kountain" and flows eaaterly and 
southerly into the City of West fie Id Granville storage reservoir, built 
in 1939. It is the largest feeder contributory to the reservoir. 

On Holllster brook were constructed, back In the past, amaU 
aaw-ffliU dams etc. . which have been abandonsd long since and allowed t< 
dateriorate for want of repairs. To Improve conditions on the water 
abed from a sanitary standpoint, these dams had been purchased and are 
now owned by tha City of testfleld. 

For the purpose of forming amall pondage for forest flra 
protection on the drainagi? shed the later DepartBent considered the 
advisability of restoring aoie of these small dams and. accordingly, 
bad the Wells Mills dai repaired in 1934 <see Page 7 Report Hampden 
County Dams, 1934). 

The temon that plans and apeclfications of the work to be 
done had not been filed with the County for approval before the work 
was comrDenced was, because It was thought the iurlsdietlon of the 
County did not extend to smaU dajDa constructed for irrigation or other 
purpoaee, the breakage of which would involve no risk to life or 
property.

As requt^eted I have exaalned the plans and specifications* 
filed for your approval on August 11, 1936 by the town of Briafleld 
through Its Engineer Mr. Sathanlal Clapp, showing the repairs to be 
made on Hill Fond Dam in the Town of Brimfield and r^ort as follows; 

Kill Pond Dam la located on UlU Brook, at a point about a 
half a mile southwest of Brimfield Center, whers the drainage area 
contributory is a little over six aquare miles. The pond formed by 
the dam covers an area of 20 acres or thereabouts at high water levet. 

The dm was originally built in 1318 or 124 years ago. and 
the water power developed thereby was used for the purpose of running 
a aawmill, located near the south end of the dam, and a grist mill, 
located towards the north end. The sawmill is still a going convern, 
although used only intermittently, while the grist mill went out of 
eilstence years ago. 

The daa is an earthen embankment faced upstream and down- 
stream with walls of dry rubble masonry.lt is about 400 feet in length' 
and 13 feet or thereabouts in height above the streaabed. Its top la 
about 20 feet in width and is used as a public highway known as "Mill 
Lane Road". The spillway is located near the south end of the structure 
and neit to the 4 foot penstock leading to the sawallL. It Is 24 feet 
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iJ5 length and Itt crest la 5 feet belov the auxface of the tooden 
highway bridge that apems the apiUway. 

In the phenoaenal atom that occtirrtd on Varch I8th last. 
th« water raised In the pond and overflowed the too of the daw, thus 
cauelng a> considerable waahout therein. The plane and ape elf i cat Ions 
filed are for perolselon to repair the damage done and»aleo. to aalce 
the atructure leas liable to damage from high water In the future by 
increaoing the discharging capacity of the spillway, 

then the dam was constructed it la evident that the use of 
flaahboarda tas not very aerlouely conaldeTed, Inasmuch » aa there wae 
BO prcfltion Bade In the spillway laaaonry, - in the «ay of groove a or 
slots etc* - to hold flaahboards thereon. 

In low vater tlme^ when the value of sore storage In the 
pond and higher head on the wheels, were recognlted, instead of ob- 
taining these reaulta by the uae of regular flashboarda, the pond 
level wae raised « at firat, a foot and a half by the blocking of the 
spillway with heavy timbers, and afterwards, by the replacing of tteae 
tubers with a concrete wall. This blocking affected the efficiency 
of the epltlway very oaterial ly el nee it reduced ite discharging 
capacity over 40 per cent. 

The plans submitted ehow that this wall on the spillway wiU 
be reaoved and the crest of the spillway brought baclt to it a original 
height. The plana also ehow that provlaion will be made for movable 
flashboarda 3 feet In height that can be put on In low water time and 
taken off in high water tlae. In order that this can be done with 
little effort the apiUway will be divided Into thrte equal sections 
by two vertical 4 inch steel H beamSt permanantly set In the spillway 
creat masonry. This arrangement will require planka only about 8 feet 
in length, which will be firmly held in place and elide up and down 
freely without any binding in the grooves of the H beams or In the 
channel Irons set at the ends of the spillway. 

While this arrangement will facilitate the putting on and 
taking off of the flashboards, nevertheless, for the greater safety of 
the structure, in recommending the plane and specifications for your 
I approval, it is also recommended that the use of flaahboards shall not 
be allowed on the spillway between the let of December end the L5th of| 
ipril or until after the spring freahets and the Ice in the pond are gone. 

It is further recommended that, in case of extraorainary 
ralnstorma and high water at any time between the 15th of ipril and 
the lat of December, the owner of the pond ahall ta?te the flashboards

Id the reservoir at a poifit near the upstream toe of the daa

ks requested I have '>xaailned the plans and specif lea tiona 
filed for your approval on Nov. I7th Inet. for the re-constniction 
Of the dike running easterly f roa the easterly stone masonry abiitoent 
Of the Thorndlke upper dan, so called, across the fare river In the 
village of ThorndikB (town of Palmer). 

Tble upper dam is a concrete structure and wae formerly 
otned by the Thorndlke Co. for the devil opment of water-power for 
Operating the Thorndlke textile mills. Some years ago the water-power 
lae purchased by Colgan and Sherman Incorporated and is being operated 
by this corporation In connection with the S. C. 3. Box fartory, 
located about a quai-ter of a mile down stream from the dam. 

auiJJllng easterly from the easterly stone aiasonry abutment 
Of the dan, the natural groand for a distance of 140 feet or there- 
abouts, was. at the time the dam was built, about 7 feet loter, st Ita 
lowest point, than the crest of the dam and., to prevent the ponded 
water from flowing over the low ground, an earthen dike was conetructeil 

In the phenomenal flood which occured on the 18th and 19th 
of March laat, this dike was damaged by a washout. It was repaired 
temporarily at the time however, with planking, sand bags etc. 

The plane and specifications now filed with the County for 
approval, are for a re-conat ruction of tbat part of thtf'dike dai»ged, 
and for the raising of the whole of the dike two feet higher than it 
had been before. 

the plana show that the part to be oonetructed will be built 
of earth, B feet in width on top, having slopea, up and down streaM, of 
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1 on 2. with tire upstream slope rip- rapped with stone la lach«t Id 
thickness. The naterlal used in the fill win be etlactM gravel 
built around a fine puddle gravel cae, extended into the natural 
ground to iapervious material. 

The plans also shot that, where the dike adjolne the stone 
maspnry dam abutment, it will hav,, a concrete foundation core cut-off 
Tunning out or back frop. the atone ^aaonry abutaient and extended into 
the ground to Imoervioua etrata. 

From this concrete core cut-off another concrete cut-off »n| 
enmd vertically againat the stone =^sonry abutment to ita top.

Inaamuch as the Board of County Co«misBionera thought it advisable 
to have the plane and specifications revised filed for approval on 
Nov. 17, 1936 for the permanent re- const ruction of the dike running 
I easterly froa the easterly end of the Thorndllce upper daa, so called, 
acrosB the fare river in the village of Thorndlke, the owner. Colgan'- 
Sheman Inc. has decided, because of the lateness of the Beason. to 
postpone the re-const ruction of the dike for another while at leaet, 
and instead has filed plans ana specifications for etrengthening the 
Dreeent temporary dike. I have examined these plans and epeciflcationi 
which were filed with the County on Nov. 30th. 1936 and report as 
follows; 

The present dike was damaged by a washout caused by the big flood 
of aarch 19th last. It was temporarily repaired at the tine In a 
make-shift way with some shget piling and sand bags backed up with 
earth and rock -.fill. 

As the plans and specifications show, it Is now proposed to 
strengthen this make- shift const met ion, by replacing the sand bags 
with earth-fill on the upBtreaa side, rock-f lU on the down-stream eidi 
and enveloping or covering over the slopes and top of the built up 
part with plank sheeting. It Is also proposed to raise the earth and 1 
rock-fill 80 that the plank sheeting resting thereon fill be one foot 
higher than the top of the abutmant masonry wall of the daa. or 7 feet , 
higher than the crest of the dam. 

The upstream plank sheeting will be driven into the pond bottow 
at least a couple of feet and, the downstream sheeting will end in a 
horizontal apron at the toe of the slope. All ateeting will be nailed 
to 6 X 8 inch timber rangers, soltdiy set in tlw slope of the fill and 
the whole of the frame-work will be tied together with one Inch steel 
rods laid horizontally through the fill.

Aa requested, we have eia-ained the plans bM speciflcatlona 
filed for approval on June 29t>! last, of the proposed dlveraion dam, 
regarding its safety * to be couatnicted by the City of Bprlngfi-ld 
acroas tittle River. THe location of the proposed strjoture ia et a 
point about two ml Us upstream from the present Intake reservoir of 
the City of Springfield, on the boundary line between the towne of 
Blandford and fluesell. and in close proilalty to the northerly bound- 
ary line of the town of Granville. 

The proposed dam. which will be 350 feet or thereabouts in 
length and 73 feet in height above the stream bed. la for the purpose 
of bye-passing the flow of Little River through a tunnel during the 
construction across the river of a much larger dam, and aleo for the 
purpose of forming the upstream toe of the latter dato. 

The drainage ares contributory to the diversion dam is 45.7 
square inilee of which about eight square miles arp r^ontributory to 
the Borden Brook reservoir, then the diversion aan is completed, the 
basin fonred thereby will have a surface area of about 55 acres and a 
capacity of seven hundred millions of gallons or nearly one third the 
capBCity of the Borden Brook reservoir. 

The dam will be constructed rtalnly of rock-fill, so called, 
faced upetreatD with finer tnaterial for the purpose of making it approi 
imately watertight. When finished, the structure fill be 40 feet In 
width on top and about 256 feet in width across its base it its widest 
section. On both the upstream and down-stream faces the slope will be 
I on 1-1/2. These dimensions show a stable structure. 

The proposed tunnel for bye-passing the stream will be 
constructed before the diversion dara. Its capacity will ba sufficient 
to discharge all flo*s, modified by the storage foraed, as high as 
the highest flood-flow of the rive^ that ha a be**n recorded during the 
last 21 years; the idea being that there shall be no impounding or 
backing up of water whatever in the diversion basin, except at such 
tlpSB of flood-flow when the discharge of the stream would be greater 
than the discharge of the tunnel. 

In case, however, a flood-flow of long duration and of great 
intensity did occur which filled the basin and topped the dsm, notwlth 
standing the discharge of the tunnel, this wDuld not cause failure of 
the structure as would likely be the case if It wer^ conetructed of 
earth Instead of rock fill. 

Under the conditions, therefore, with the drawings showing 
a stable structure and seeing that any wat*T. beyond the discharging 
capacity of the tunnel , which might impound and causa a discharge over 
the dsm. would not cause its failure, we recomaend the plans and 
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specifications for your approval.

The dam in question is built across Dingle Brook so called, 
at a point about 300 feet upatream froa Front St. whpre the drainage 
area contributory is one and a half square ml lee. It le an earthen 
eolbantaient 330 feet In length, with its top about 87 feet In height 
above the nattaral at ream bed. At a point about 150 feet from its east 
end, the spillsay overflow is located. This is a brick masonry circu- 
lar well, 4 feet In diameter, from the bottoa of which a pice 30 
Inchee in diameter, is laid through the dam to a point jselow its 
downstream toe. 

The dam was built over 70 years ago to form an ice pond. It 
was Increased In eeetlon afterwards and raised in height until It h 
a pond of about 34 acre a in area. 
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300.6 y.ara ago. became, of leaJcag. being obaerv^d along iti 
.own.trea. to., especially to.arda Ue ,.«t end. and of to.e une^.^, 
settl^^ent ehona^ in the east eM of the emban!cn,»nt. the Courty m 
view of the daiaege that diight result froas failure of the ttr^wt^e 
advleed the lo..ring of the overflow. Iccardingly thie wa^ lowered 
about 3 feet and, b.eides. a temporary e^erpency flood flow channel 
wae excavated around the east .m of the :im ae a fartter protection 

The pond had been always ueM as an ice pond. The Ice boime 
however, attached thereto. «se deetroyed by fire in 1930 and little ub* 
outside of fishing and stating by th*. public. Ymb been ^nade of the 
pond eirxe then. 

The City of Chicopee expects to purcyHae the oroperty for 
recreation purposes, and having thia in view, proposes to reconetru«Jt 
and e^.rengthpn th** dam and maintain the pond at nearly tte Present l.v^i. 
inasniuch 33 the crest of th« proposed overflow or eplllwey. will only 
be about 4 inchee higher than th? present brict useonry ove-flow. 

The proposed overflow and overflow c>«nn^l will be built of 
reinforced concrete with an open joint drain pipe laid under the 
channel floor. The elevation of the creat of the overflow !.iU be 
126.50 referred to sea-level datum, while th^ top of th«i dm will 
remain at Its present level of 133.50. This difference in level be- 
tween the creBt of the proooeed overflow and the top of the dam. lill 
provide a free boaird of 7 feet. 

The proposeo overflow channel, ae shown on the plana, is 10 
feet in width. Coneequently, because of this 10 foot width of cnann«l 
and 7 foot free hoard* the discharging capBCity of the overflow, will 
be so very ample that It need not be further considered. The overflow 
channel will be 114 feet in length and will discharge on a stone rip- rap 
laid below the toe of the dam. 

The reconstruction of the embankment till consiat of gravel- 
fin. deposited and hardened In clace so ae to give an upstream slope 
of not lees than 1 on 3 and a downetrpsro slooe of not lees than 1 on 3 
In the toe of the downstreaij si ore a vitrified tile pipe will 
be laid with open Joints, in order to drain away any seepage passing 
through the center of the eaibanlcmBnt and thus add stability to the 
structure. 

In the reconstruction work the present circular brick masonry 
overflow, will not be disturbed but will be discontinued by properly 
aeaiing its opening on top with a concrete slab. 

It is very evident that tte plane and specifications for the 
reconst ruction of this Bemis dam. ao called, have been prepared after 
a careful study of the conditions and, aesuaing that the work will be 
done In accordance therewith. I have no hesitation in re con mending them 
lor your approval.
